bility of accumulative injury to the 


from continued use of oil sprays. 


As soon aa the scale shoirs sign* of 
yielding to the drastic oil spray, it 
I* advised that th* grower return to 
the lime sulphur preparation thnt 
under normal conditions will bold the 
scale In check without danger to the 
tree.
